fitting of fome Seamen, fome Landmen, and fome 
the Lord knows what; and every Branch of 
the Navy was proportioned to its Head, the 
Admiralty: The Navy and Vidualling A&ed 
their mifchievous parts, but efpectally the /4- 
edualling. By the Care and Diligence of the 
Managers in that Poft, we loft the Lives of ma- 
ny Sailors by bad Provilions, which indeed makes 
the ftate of England much worfe at this prefent. 
For what by their Abufe in Provifions and Pay 
in the late Reign, they get under a Lee fhore 
in this, out of the Reach of Prefs.Gangs, and 
will turn Carters, Plow-men, or any thing elfe,

The Publick Mifmanagements of Officers 
muft by no means be attributed to the Sove- 
reiga, but always to fuch as recommended thofe 
Perfons ¢> the Sovereign for the Offices and 
places in which they were Employed; the 
Abnfes mentioned in this Addrefs can by no 
means therefore blemifh the Reputation of K. 
William who employ’d thefe Men according to 
the Adviceof the Minifters he had about him.

fons recommending were.anfwerable for the 
Sins of Ignorance of the Perfons they re- 
commend,and were to be punifhed for the fame, 
they would be more careful and {paring of their 
Recommendations, and to this End the Wileft 
of Governments have kept as exact Regifters 
of the Perfons Recommending, as the Perfons 
admitted into Offices, | 
_ This too would be one Means to prevent the 
Buying and Selling of Offices, which I fhali con- 
clude to be carried on in all Reigns, wherein 
Ignorant Ferfons get Preferment, for how can 
a Perfon Who is either a’‘Knave or a Fool get 
himfelf intoan Qffice but by Virtue of Money, 
and at this Rate ’tis not worth any. Mans while, 
by his Merit to deferve well of the Common 
Wealth,or by Study to qualifiehimfelf for Pub- 
lick Seryice, fince both of them together are not 
a fu ficient Recomdiendation to an Employment, 

If the principal Recommenders in the late 
Reign had been profecuted for employing and 
palming of Officers on the King, the prefent 
Parliament in ail tikelihood would not have had 
fo much occefion for this Addrefs: The Lofs 
of our Monry, and the vaft Debts we are bur- 
then’d with-all, are not fo great a Detriment to 
the Englifh Nation, as is the lofs of our Hosour 
ard Reputation, and the Decay of our Navy, 
which is a thing of far worfe confequence 
to us, thanthe Non-Accounting of fome Men, 
what Refleétion then do thofe Mendeferve, who 
work’d themfelves into the care of the Navy
